Contract 
Labor 
in 
Colorado 
Beet 


Fields Under W hich 
a 
Foreigner, 


W ife and Several Children Put in 


From Ten to Sixteen Hours a Day 


at Back Breaking Toil. 


Washington. Dec. 7.— James Bodkin 
of Meade, Colo., told 
the so called 
sugar trust investigating committee of 
the house that city derelicts, recruited 
from the slums, were kept practically 
in peonage in the Colorado beet fields. 
Mr. Bodkin described a system of 
contract labor in the Colorado fields, 
under the Great Western Sugar com­ 
pany. 
He said that a foreigner, his 
life and 
several 
children, 
ranging 
from eight years upward, would put 
in from ten to sixteen hours a day at 
“ back breaking work,” which a native 
American would know better than to j 
do. 
With shrewd farm logic Mr. Bodkin 
expressed his contempt for the “ city * 
chaps" who were sent by the sugar 
company to oversee his operations. 
The committee took great interest 
in his description of the “ slum labor.” j 
Democrats, 
led 
by 
Representative , 
Raker of California, sought to show j 
by the witness that the tariff protec­ 
tion levied in the name of American 
labor did not reach down to the Rus­ 
sians and Hindus who worked in the 
Colorado beet fields. 
The 
Republicans, 
Representatives 1 
Fordney, 
Hinds and 
Malby. empha­ 
sized tile point that Americans would 
not do such labor. 


Pays Low Price for Beets, 


Mr. Bodkin expressed the belief of 
the committee of farmers, of which he 
is a member, that the sugar company 
was not paying a fair price for heels. { 
He said his crop paid him about $5.75 
a ton. 
Th** profit on an acre was 
small, he said. 
He had asked the sn- • 
gar company for $1 more on the ton 
and was lcfused. 
“ If the tariff Is of any benefit the 
sugar company gets it,” said the wp-1 
ness. 
Mr. Bodkin told the committee that , 
the farmers could not learn how much 
sugar was in their beets. 
He cast 
loubt upon the accuracy of the polari­ 
scopic tests of the sugar company, but 
^•knowledged he had no proof of their 
inaccuracy. 
Before W. P. Willet, New York su­ 
gar expert, left the witness stand he 
di s. rilled the sugar trade of Denmark 
for th** committee. 
He recommended 
the adoption of the Danish system of 
internal taxation and eticouragem* tit 
of the* beet sugar industry by the 
United States. 
He said if this were 
done sugar would lie 1.9 cents per 
pound cheaper in the United Stat* s 
although the internal re’.enue rate of 
taxation would be 49 cents per hun­ 
dred weight. 
This tax would yield $65,000,000 of 
revenue to the gov* rnment, which now 
raises $53,000,000 on the import tax 
on sugar. 
He said, answering Repre­ 
sentative Fordney, that he had not 
considered the cost of labor and the 
method of living in Denmark as com­ 
par* ii with the United States.

Washington, Dee. 7. -fSpecial.] The 
crop of new ideas lins been shown iu 
the many different bills being Intro­ 
duced in both houses. 
Every man 
probably has a remedy for what are 
considered existing evils, and most of 
those in congress generally present 
their remedies in the shape of bills. 
President Taft's suggestions for han­ 
dling the trusts dill not cause the in­ 
troduction of numerous bills on that 
subject, as many were prepared long 
before the president wrote his mes­ 
sage, but the trust question has been 
given a great impetus in the message, 
and no doubt many of the bills on this 
subject contain some of the president’s 
ideas. But there are other tilings to be 
done, hundreds of them, judging by 
the many bills that are boing put in 
during the first few days of tile ses­ 
sion. 
From Tariff to Trusts. 
The fact that the president devotes 
the first message to trusts indicates 
that there will be an attempt to shift 
the main discussion and tile bent of 
legislation from the tariff to the trusts. 
Tile Democrats of the house have 
shown a desire to keep the tariff alive, 
anil, although certain 
lenders have 
counseled letting the record stand as 
made in the last session, there are oth­ 
ers who say that If tile tariff is to be 
the real issue next year there must be 
no letup in the efforts of the Demo­ 
crats to get downward revision. 
At the same time it will be hard to 
prevent trust talk, and with the urgent 
message of the president it would seem 
that there must be some sort of trust 
legislation. 


Progressive Messages. 
Speaking of “ progressive” messages, 
a term which has been applied to the

President 
Taft in treating of the important sub 
Jects which he thinks congress anil the 
country

MILLION DOLLAR SUIT ENDS 


Land and Cash Transfer Closes Noted 
Civil Action. 
Minneapolis, Dec. 7.— In some re­ 
spects th*' most unusual civil suit ever 
tried in Hennepin county was settled 
when by agreement of attorneys Swan 
J. Turnblad paid ov* r to Isaac Ekberg 
and twenty-one other former stock­ 
holders in the Swedish American Pub­ 
lishing company $20,000 in cash and a 
deed to 3,£32 acres of land valu* d at 
$15 an acre. 
Papers were filed in dis 
trict court ending the case. 
The 
Ekberg Tm ublnd 
case, 
aside 
from the amount involved, which Mr. 
Ekberg declared to be more than It,- 
000,000, was a record maker in many 
ways. 
The suit was filed in April. 
1908, and has been on more or less 
continuously ever since. 
The actual 
trial consumed approximately three 
months and was the longest civil trial 
in the history of the state.
